Appropriate to the Occasion. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 26.—When Chair- 


man Hanna of the executive commit- 
tee called the monetary convention to 
order in the Grand Opera House there 
were 400 delegates present. 


This was an increase of 100 over th« 


number of delegates .that attended th.9 
first Indianapolis convention of a year 
ago, and it was regarded as indicative 
of the interest which the business men 
feel in the movement for a reform of 
the currency laws. 


Governor Mount of Indiana deliver- 


ed the speech of welcome, and Gov- 
ernor Shaw of Iowa spoke for more 
than an hour on the gold standard 
and the retirement of the greenbacks. 


He spoke to an audience of substan- 


tial business men, who thoroughly ap- 
preciated his argument for an elastin 
currency based upon commercial as- 
sets. 


The delegates, as 
Governor Shaw 


suggested, did not include many banfe- 
ers, but included many men of larga 
affairs and some of national promt- 
nence. 


Governor Mount spoke briefly. 
Hia 


speech was appropriate to the occasioa 
and was an earnest plea for the main- 
tenance of the gold standard. 


He showed that Thomas Jefferson, 


the founder of the Democratic party, 
had held stoutly to the belief that ths 
coinage should conform to the mer- 
cantile ratio of the metals, and he que- 
ried in this connection how this atti- 
tude would compare with modern Bry- 
anism, which insists upon 16 to 1 as 
the legal ratio, while the commercial 
ratio is 33 to 1. 


He quoted former Secretary of tba 


Treasury John G. Carlisle as main- 
taining that there was not a free coin- 
age country in the world today that 
is on a sound basis; that there ia 
not a silver country in the world to- 
day that uses any gold as money along 
with silver; that there is not a gold 
standard country in the world today 
that does not use both gold and silver, 
and that there is not a sliver standard 
country today that has more than one- 
third as much money in circulation, 
per capita as the United States.

rieau it is difficult to realize its monoto- 
nous amplitude, its endless repetition 
of similar prospects. Aud yet as a for- 
est it has no surpassing beauty. Oy.e 
may compare it with Dartmoor—Dart- 
moor pared of its highest tors and set; 
thickly wiith young trees, growing closo 
as the moss on a bowlder. It is a roll- 
ing upland with a scanty mantle of soil, 
through the frequent gaps iu which the 
broken gray bowlders of the naked earth 
sometimes'rise iu fantastic heaps, some- 
times line concavities a mile across, or 
fringe tho gaping lips of long ravines. 
Like Dartmoor, the surface is arid, and 
you may tramp miles aud see never a 
pool, and yet, ou every side you may 
descend from the forest by green valleys 
into green plnius and find brooks leap- 
ing miraculously from the dusty rocks

Self Inducing Methods. 


An article in Tho Lancet gives somo 


hints on the inducing of sleep which 
will be of interest to all victims of in- 
somnia. So vital is the necessity for 
sleep that auy method by which it may 
be secured is worthy of attention. 
The 


means employed is to produce weariness 
hy muscular exercise after retiriug. 
"Lying on his back, the patient first 
reaches for tbe foot and head hoards afc 
the same time. He then raises his head 
half an inch. At the same time he 
breathes slowly and deeply about eight 
inspirations to the minute, which aro 
counted. After about 20 inspirations tho 
head, which begins to feel heavy, is 
dropped. 
The right foot is then raised 


(the reaching for the hoards and count- 
ing being continued) and 
similarly 


dropped wheu fatigued. Tho left foot 
goes through the same process. The 
muscles which are used in reaching for 
the head and foot boards are then re- 
lieved, and the body is elevated so that 
it rests on the head and heels. He then 
turns on the right side and reaches for 
the head and foot boards again and 
raises first the head and then tho foot, 
as before. The same process is gone 
through on the other side. Thus eight 
positions havo been assumed aud a large 
uumber of muscles used. If sleep has 
not been induced, the same cycle is gone 
over again.

Nevertheless, attrac- 
tion and repulsion are now taken into 
consideration, aud 11 girl is no longer 
forced to marry a man whom she posi- 
tively dislikes. I could quote iustauces 
iu tho very highest (historical) aristoc- 
racy where, at the last moment, after 
tho trousseau had beeu sent in (marked, 
according to custom, with tbo nuited 
initial letters of the two names elabo- 
rately embroidered) and all the social 
preparations made, tho marriage was 
broken off because tho bride had de- 
clared that she could uot "get accus 
tomed" to the bridegroom nor endure 
the idea of seeing his face in her home 
during her natural life.
